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i. Between 5 and 19 June 1951, the borders of Erfurt-Rindersleben airfield was staked 
off with seal stakes about 50 to 75 meters apart, It was determined by pacing off 
that the northern e¢ge measured 2,160 meters, thus being the longest border of the 
field, The southern edge which was alse paced off was the border of the forvier 
danding field. The cld firing Tange and the former orchard are located outside the 
new border of the landing ficld, *
